With dock ticking,

WASHINGTON l F.S. automakers drew fresh skep- 
ticism from lawmakers Thursday in a rocky 
conf rontation over their pleas for an expanded 
S34 billion rescue package they say they need 
to survive. Congressional analysts said one 
bailout plan under consideration would fall 
short of what the carmakers want. 

With time on the current Congress run- 
ning out, opposition to the bailout appeared 
to he as strong as last week — before Detroit's 
Big Three auto chiefs returned to Capitol Hill 
with more detailed plans on how they would 
spend the money. 

Several lawmakers in both parties are press- 
ing the automakers to consider a so-called 
“prepackaged" bankruptcy in which they 
would negotiate with creditors in advance and 
downsize, then file for Chapter 11 protection 
in hopes of emerging quickly as stronger com- 
panies. The Big T hree have publicly shunned

Meanwhile, Rep. Barney Trank, D-Mass., 
who has been dealing w T ith both the finan- 
cial hailout and the auto rescue proposal as 
chairman of the House Financial Services 
Committee, said President-elect Obama needs 
to play a more significant role on economic 
issues. 

“l ie's going to have to be more assertive 
than lies been," Frank said at a Consumer 
Federation of America conference in 
Washington. “At a time of great crisis with 
mortgage foreclosures and autos, he says we 
only have one president at a time. I'm afraid 
that overstates the number of presidents we 
have. He's got to remedy that situation."

photos will be seen, Tennieott said. 

“There’s a lot of work here. You won’t nec- 
essarily make a ton of money living here, but 
you can definitely make a nice living,” she 
said.

Adding to the high stakes is that there are 
fewer men's magazines for those campaigns 
to appear in compared with women’s maga- 
zines, he said. 

And not only is there competition among 
models to get jobs, but also celebrities are 
encroaching on their territory landing in ad 
campaigns and on magazine covers. 

Modeling for men is not as cutthroat as it 
is for women, Love said. Women have higher 
visibility and the supermodels arc more well- 
known. 

“It’s very rare a male model becomes a 
household name,” Love said. Still, agencies 
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Do male models practice their best Blue Steel look in the mirror? Not quite. But 
they do take on weird jobs* And some can be as catty as high school girls. Here are 
five things uber-hot working models say about their profession.

Chicago agencies used to deal mostly 
with catalog and advertising agencies in tlic 
Midwest, Love said. But with big retailers 
like Montgomery Ward going out of business 
and not many new companies springing up, 
local agencies are trying to book work for 
their models outside the Midwest to make 
up for revenue loss, he said. Making compe- 
tition even stiller, companies are watching 
how much they spend on advertising in the 
slumping economy. 

“If you're the kind of person that wants 
I job] security, wants to know what your future 
is going to he, wants to know that your job is 
leading in an upward direction, you 7 re going 
to be so upset, you re going to be crying in 
this business ” said Wade Gotwals, 40.

Want to be 
a top male 
model? 

Chicago modeling agents and 
scouts are extremely selective 
and typically look for the 
traditionally good-looking, all- 
American type. But it has to be a 
guy with some personality. 

“We find some amazing, amazing 
beautiful people, but if they don't 
have that personality to be able 
to go in and meet with a client 
and get that job, and the client 
will remember them and want 
to work with them, then it s just 
not going to work,” said Shannon 
Lang, director of scouting and 
development at Ford Models. 
Looking for something more 
concrete? Here's how else you'll 
need to measure up: 

» Height: Ideally 6-footT, but the 
range is roughly 5-footTI to 6- 
foot-2. 

» Chest size: 40 to 42 inches for 
catalog work and 36 to 38 inches 
for fashion shows.

CTA track project finishing up soon on North Side

More CTA trains will flow through a busy 
North Side corridor later this month when a 
project overhauling tracks near the Belmont 
and Fullerton stations is concluded, transit 
o ffic ials said ' J hu rsdav. 

All four tracks will be back in operation 
by year’s end, resulting in a return to nor- 
mal train-staging procedures that existed 
before the track project began last year as 
part of the S53G million rehabilitation of 
the Brown Line. Red Line trains will stop 
on the inside tracks at platforms at Belmont 
and Fullerton, and Brown Line and Purple 


Linc/Evanston Express trains will stop on 
the outside tracks at the stations. 

in addition, Purple Line trains down- 
town will revert back to traveling clock- 
wise around the Loop elevated tracks on 
Dec. 29, officials said. During the work. 
Purple Line trains have traveled in the 
same counter-clockwise direction around 
the Loop as Brown Line trains. 

In other action, the CTA board voted 
to make permanent experimental service 
changes introduced in 2006 affecting the 
West Side and western suburbs. 

The board voted to keep the Pink Line 


rail service, which replaced the Ccrmak 
(Douglas) branch of the Blue Line. 

Other changes permanently adopted 
include increasing service on the Forest 
Park and O’ Hare branches of the Blue Line, 
as well as reconf iguring and adding a total 
of 15 bus routes. 

Some of the changes, particularly the 
elimination of the Ccrmak leg of the Blue 
Line, have met with criticism from riders. 

But CTA officials said rail ridership has 
increased 19 percent on the West Side cor- 
ridor and bus ridership has grown 14 per- 
cent since the project began.

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‘Rome star eager 
for punishing role

First there was Dolph Lundgren. Then came 
Thomas Jane. Now it is Ray Stevenson's 
turn. 

Over nearly a two-decadc span, the three 
actors have played the Marvel Comics charac- 
ter the Punisher in feature films. Stevenson's 
turn at the role, “Punisher: War Zone*” opens 
Friday. 

Fhe Punisher is vigilante /hero Frank 
Castle. He has no super powers — unless you 
count being able to kick the butts of had guys 
without breaking a sweat. In “War Zone,” the 
Punisher faces Jigsaw, a mob boss who has put 
together an army of bad guys. 

While the Punisher is a killing machine, 
both Lundgren and Jane played the charac- 
ter with a sympathetic side. Stevenson would 
have none of that. 

“I was not aware of the comic hook when 
interest came through for me to do the role,” 
Stevenson said, 

Stevenson went out and bought a few cop- 
ies of the comics. He found the stories to be 
ultravioient. Fie also liked the writing because 
no punches were pulled when it came to the 
Punisher's obsession with revenge and his 
take on a variety of social issues. 

That's the kind of movie he wanted to 
make. 

“I don’t want people to leave the theater 
wanting to be Frank Castle. I want them to 
be glad he is there. But 1 don’t want anyone 
to want to he him,” Stevenson said. 

Stevenson, who stands 6 feet 4 inches, is 
no stranger to playing larger-than-life charac- 



ters. The Irish actor portrayed Dagonet, the 
knight who sacrifices his life to save others, in 
“King Arthur.” He's probably best known to 
American audiences for his portrayal of Tirus 
Pullo in the HBO series “Rome.” 

Although Pullo and the Punisher exist cen- 
turies apart, Stevenson found the roles to be 
similar. 

“Titus taught me to live in the moment. 
This is where the gods have put him,” 
Stevenson said. “Frank also lives for today He 
doesn't plan. Fie has his own demands.”

As the box-office bankroll climbed for “The 
Dark Knight 1 last summer, the Hollywood 
consensus was that a posthumous nomination 
for Heath Ledger was the Batman blockbust- 
ers best Academy Awards hope. 

Now that critics have gotten a peek at all 
the last-minute Oscar contenders, “The Dark 
Knight’ 1 has emerged as a solid contender for 
best picture and best director for Christopher 
Nolan. Web sites such as tlieenvelope.com and 
awardsdally.com rank Nolan and Ledger among 
key Oscar contenders. 

“Far be it for me to try and predict, and I 
think that anybody looks like a (jerk) if you 
really try to predict what people are going to 
vote for. But certainly for me, 1 think that the 
serious contenders in this movie in my mind arc 
1 leath, Chris for director because he’s done an 
extraordinary job, and 1 do believe best picture 
as well,” “Dark Knight” star Christian Bale said 
Wednesday night at a cocktail reception for the 


filmmakers and critics. 

It's unusual for an action flick to climb into 
the company of Hollywood’s year-end p restige 
pictures, with Oscar voters tending toward 
highbrow literary works rather than comic- 
book adaptations. Among the action films 
that made the best-picture cut at the Oscars 
w ere the three “Lord of the Rings" movies and 
“Raiders of the Lost Ark. 1 ’ 

But building on the critical and commercial 
success of 20t>5 f s “Batman Begins, 1 ' the sequel 
elevated the superhero genre to a new high, 
with critics ranking “T he Dark Knight” as one 
of the year's best films, 

“It is a genre movie, but 1 think it goes beyond 
it with the themes in this movie,” said “Dark 
Knight” co-star Aaron Lckhart. “It’s an impor- 
tant movie sociologically 1 feel like in this day 
and age, with terrorism and with the cancers of 
the city and people trying to fi nd a voice within 
their own city this is an important film. 

“But it’s a Batman film, so it has that going 



for it. It has that going against it.” 

With about Si billion in worldwide the- 
atrical grosses, “The Dark Knight” arrives 
on home video Tuesday two days before the 
Golden Globe nominations, where the movie 
could gain some Oscar momentum if it scores 
well there. 

Ledger, who died in January of an acciden- 
tal prescription drug overdose, is considered a 
likely supporting-actor nominee for his diabol- 
ical performance as Batman nemesis the joker. 
Oscar nominations come out Jan. 22 , the 
one-year anniversary oi Ledger’s death. 

“I’d like to think he would be very qui- 
etly proud of the fact that people really 
responded to it in the way he'd intended, 
were moved by the performance,” Nolan 
said. “As far as Heath goes, any and every 
validation of the success of his performance 
is a great source of pride to me and relief to 
me that I Ve done my end of getting his per- 
formance our there.''
